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CONTINUED EFFORT 18 
NEEDED FOR PROGRESS 
ON FARMS IN FUTURE 


Although Florida farmers 
have made good progress in re- 
cent years, there's much room 
for improvement in the future, 

While recognizing good ad- 
vances during the past two dec- 
ades in Florida farming, the 
University of Florida Agricul- 
tural Extension Service calis at- 
tention to some objectives farm- 
ers should keep in mind this 
year and in the future. 

There's corn production, for 
example. During the past dec- 
ade, Florida farmers have in- 
creased their average yield from 
10 to 16 bushels per acre. That's 
fair progress, but Florida's high- 
est average yield —16 bushels— 
is considerably below the na- 
tional average. Planting more 
acreage to adapted hybrids, us- 
ing fertilizer more efficiently, 
and closer spacing will move 
the state's average upward, 

Florida livestock herds are 
better than ever, but there's 
much room for. improvement, 
Many bulls and boars known to 
be inferior are still kept in 
herds ,and Florida isn't produc- 
ing nearly as much feed as it 
should to maintain its cattle and 
hogs properly. Rigid culling of 
inferior animals, use of more 
quality sires, éxpansion of im- 
Proved pastures, increased 
plantings of temp orary pas- 
tures, and increased production 
of feed, especially for winter 
are things farmers can do to 


continue their progress with 
meat animals. 
Large acreages of Florida 


land are more suitable for trees 
than anything else. Increased 
plantings of slash pines, red 
cedars, and other good trees, 
proper thinning, and more pro- 
tection from fire will result in 
more income from pulpwood 
and timber for farmers. 

More general use of adapted 
varieties and strains of veget- 
ables and of proven production 
will result in larger yields of 
high quality produce. 

Through machinery and la- 
bor-saving practices, the Flor- 
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n 
ida farmer today is producing 
much more than the farmer of 
25 years ago, but he should con- 
tinue to increase his labor ef- 
ficiency. : 

Whatever his farming pro- 
gram or success he has obtained | 
thus far, the farmer should keep 
a close eye on his crops, his 
work, his results and the re- 
sults of others, study his opera- 
tions, and plan as carefully as 
possible to keep "moving for- 
ward.” Like many other lines 
of work, farming either ad- 
vances or retrogresses—farm- 
ing does not remain static. With 
this in mind, the farmer 
will continually try to improve 
his program.
